During  the  Sepoy  Mutiny  the 
“James  Baine"  was  one  of  the  clippers  to  carry  troops  from 
England  to  India.  She  was  finally  burned  at  Liverpool,  and 
her  hulk  was  made  a landing  stage  for  Atlantic  steamship  pas- 
sengers.
